ually. But this question does not af- 
fect the solid timber interests. 


In old forests, where there is a 


straggle for life among the trees by 
reason of their grcwmg so thickly to- 
gether, the result is the necessity of 
waiting many years before the trees 
will reach a size to make them desira- 
ble for timber purposes. Where trees 
have room to grotr. and are properly 
cared for, most kinds of American 
trees will furnish useful limber in 
twenty or thirty y<sars. and for many 
other purposes they can be employed 
even younger. It takes well on to a 
century for the struggling trees in a 
dense wood to have any marketable 
value. 


While good timbar is becoming grad- 


ually scarcer on account of our an- 
nual forest fires, rising from the con- 
ditions already stated, the demand is 
increasing, and, what is more remark- 
able, Europe is already calling on 
America for a supply of lumber. Amer- 
ican oak, especially, is in great de- 
mand in the old world, while our black 
walnut is closely following in its wake. 
Our lighter woods, alsctr-such as the tu- 
lip tree and poplar—are coming into 
great demand there for packing-boxes 
and cases where light weight is a great 
object. Those who are interested in 
forestry in our country should take up 
the matter of encouragement of forest 
planting. It will eoon be a greater 
question than forest preservation.

morning:

stories high, was built by the notorious

Our supplies were m the 
arsenal and they shipped us what we 
needed impartially from our own stores 
or from those of the Spanish govern- 
ment, but they made us pay well for 
the privilege of using stolen goods 
We were not able to complain. If we 
had, there would have been action that 
would have ruined our business. 


"I recollect one time when a man 


was killed on the tracks of the Juragua 
road by some accident not connected 
with the operation of the railroad. His 
body lay partly on the rails. The dep- 
uty coroner refused to let the company 
move the man and sent up to Santiago 
for the coroner and his staff, and the 
road was blockaded till that official ar- 
rived and made an inquest. 
By the 


time they were through there were sev- 
enteen trains waiting on either side of 
the body, and operations at the mines, 
on the road, and at the docks, where 
an ocean ship was loading, were all 
brought to an absolute silence. When 
we first went there we had assurance 
from S. P. Ely of Cleveland, who was 
at the head of the enterprise, that ev. 
ery possible contingency had been 
looked out for, that •the government 
bad agreed to permit the import and 
export of all articles intended for the 
mines without duty, and that our op- 
erations would be unimpeded. 
The 


government had assured him of this. 
We went to work and had stripped 
off the dirt from the little mountain 
on the side of Baiquirl harbor, with the 
intention of'tumbling down the rocks 
by blasting to make a breakwater for 
our ships and dock. We were all ready 
to begin blasting.and were in a hurry, 
f,or the bad season was coming on, 
when one morning an officer and a 
lot of soldiers appeared and read us a 
long papej- all decorated with seals, 
which proved to be an injunction. We 
had to stop or be shot. We stopped. 
If we had thrown one stone into the 
water there would have been trouble. 
We went to Santiago and got down 
the commander and made a big dinnei 
for him with plenty of wine and gin, 
and 'Jose Ferrara, who was the local 
manager of the 
enterprise, made * 


speech full of patriotism and with ref- 
erences to the discovery of America by 
the Spaniards and all that sort of thing. 
The commander reached over, signed 
his name to a dissolution of the injunc- 
tipn and told" us that we could do any- 
thing we wanted. It was by this sort 
of delays and official acts that 
we 


might have been materially delayed or 
stopped entirely if we had not con- 
formed to the custom of the country 
in the matter of theft and bribery. 


"For a long time we supposed the 


Spanish soldiers at Santiago were well 
drilled troops and were a good body of 
men. 
But we found that instead of be- 


ing at the barracks or drilling, they 
were driven out to the mines of the 
Juragua company, where the company 
built a lot of big barracks for their 
accommodation, and that there they 
worked right along in the mines. They 
were paid 80 cents a day by the mining 
company, and the officers took half 
of this, leaving the rest for the soldiers. 
"They had a locomotive, inspector at 


Santiago who was supposed to come 
out and overlook every engine and 
piece of machinery we put in. 
His 


fees were |20 a day, an^d he was sure to 
make a special trip for every machine. 
He would come down, stay to dinner, 
which was 'made especially fine for 
him, drink all the afternoon, and go 
back the following flay, having collect- 
ed his $40, and net having seen the 
machine he had come to inspect. That 
was the regulation way of .all officials. 
At one time the local officials of the 
province ordered us to widen the cuts 
of the railway from the river to San- 
tiago, where it was very narrow and

From Santiago he went 
immediately to Havana. 
"The flrst ship that brought powder

Cat* 


It it a wonder how it is that hens 


will content to deposit their eggs !a 
such filthy nests as are often 
seen 


among tbe class who do not keep fancy 
•owl*. They may have been "brought 
op to it." and this may account for 
their apparent want of refinement; but 
tn« oely «xcu*e thfc owner of tbe birds 
can bare is. laziness. Filthy nests en- 
tender disease or sickness. and the 
Owner, from tbes* two causes alone, 
loses far more than he saves in time, 
by not attending- to them properly. 


The DMt for the laying hens should 


be overhauled. and, renewed two or 
three times during the _ season, 
the 


boxes being whitewashed thoroughly 
as often as is necetsary, and fresh ma- 
terial being abundantly supplied. The 
•eats for setting aens should be re- 
newed every time a. fresh hatch of eggs 
Is set 
By this means you need have 


but little fear of Uee, the great pest 
Of the poultry breeder. . 


While. fine hay, or fine, well broken 


straw, makes good nests, a very good 
Best can be made with shavings from 
wood. 
Select only the thinnest and 


softest, and make the nest •well .with 
them/ They can lie lightly sprinkled 
with diluted carbolic acid, to keep away 
lice, and, being vary porous, will re- 
taU the, smell and effect of the acid 
much longer than any other material.

improvident felloe, and the govern- 
ment, whieb pays and 
feeds 
him, 


knows his weaknesses and essays to 
take care of hi». First, it has tim 
keep himself neat at all times, or else 
gives him a chance to sample the ship's 
bread, and water iu a little cubby bole 
called a cell, and this being an estab- 
lished regulation, the government fur- 
nishes to him the means of keeping 
himself neat. 
. 


Jack must sew and wash and darn 


his clothes when they need it, besides 
applying soap to Mmself as often as 
be can and keeping bis shoes always 
clean and shiny. 
That the means 


might always be at the sailor's com- 
mand, years ago necessity created a 
naval storekeeper on board every ship, 
and tradition gavu him the name of 
yeoman. 


By and by, .when the .warships of all 


nations became the homes of several 
hundred men each instead of a hand- 
ful, and steam l^came, an auxiliary 
motive power an<S finally superseded 
sails entirely, the work became too 
varied for one man to perform. With 
this progress in naval affairs has come 
into existence a corps of yeomen, com- 
prising three grades, entirely inde- 
pendent of each, other and each with 
its own department. 


It is to the pay yeoman, who gets his 


title merely because his desk is beside 
that of the paymaster's clerk, that Jack 
goes for clothes, needles, thread, soap 
and other small articles. 
When bis 


needs are of a nature not' so purely 
personal, if; for instance, he is to paint 
the ship, mend a piece of rigging or 
perform any one of the hundred or 
more odd jobs necessary to keep the 
ship in trim, he. goes to the equipment 
yeoman, the keeper of the stores need- 
ed for the ship only, and gets what he 
wants. But first he must have an or- 
der fop the articles, an,d then must sign 
a receipt for them, for the government, 
though not stingy, wants to know 
where every penny goes and for what 
it is spent.^ 


The engineers' department has a 


yeoman also, and to him the engineers, 
though they are commissioned officers, 
have to «o for every article necessary., 
for running the engines, even to the 
oil used "on bearings and cranks. This 
yeoman has his ofllce next to the en- 
gine rooms, and there the same form 
has to be gone through with, no mat- 
ter what Is wanted. -Oils, metal-for re- 
pairs, tools, parts of the nmehinery are 
kept in these storerooms, and the en- 
gineers' yeoman is keeper of them all. 


The pay yeoman has the- duty also of. 


dispensing -the dapy .rations to the 
crew, in order .that the sailors may get 
neither too much nor too little. The ; 
sailor does not have to- give a receipt? 
for bis food but all that Jack eats is 
charged against him not to be paid 
for by him, but as a part of his earn- 
ings. 


In addition to the duty of dispensing 


the many articles used -on shipboard, 
the yeoman has to make out all re- 
quisitions for them when needed, and 
woe. be unto him if he makes a mis- 
take and the ship leaves port^hort of 
a supply in any particular. He stands 
as a sort of a mentor over the Bailor, 
and while there is no rule giving him 
authority over the sailors' morals, yet 
Jack stands in awe of him. Many a 
time he refrains from .some prank or 
other that would, .end ,in his having 
to go to the yeoman and explain why 
certain things had happened to him or 
to hia clothes or-to a part oMbe ship-s 
outfit. 
He would- have, to tell the, 


truth and he knows that he would be 
soundly and roundly lectured. If the 
matter was anything serious, the yeo- 
man i would have to report him to the 
captain, and then the sailor would be 
in trouble. This moral right of the 
yeoman comes with the fact that he 4s 
a petty officer, and one of .Jack's first 
lessons, and it is often a hard one but 
always well learned, -is to use respect 
in his actions toward a man with a 
rank. 


While supplying the sailorman with 


the necessaries of life, Uncle Sam does 
not forget the luxuries, and, though 
Jack afloat nowadays does not get his 
grog,, he has his tobacco if he is_of 
the mind to buy it, and gets it from 
tbe, window where he obtains 
his 


clothes. He pays a few cents, a pound 
for it; just enough to j>ay"the cost of 
manufacture. It is the juicy, highly-' 
flavored plug, hated by the 
average 


landsman, but loved by the 
sailor.

Tlte ordinary ftcamau of the 


navy, who oi*raies iht> small 
wiik'h i-oiupuri'' iiJt! s*<couti*jy 
of * b*uif«bip auii art- used only at 
close range, has taken toe place of tbe 
old-time gunner, and b* in turn has 
rifcfcu and in now a warrant officer, oc- 
cupying a place between the seaman 
and the non-commissioned officer, hav- 
ing * mess apart from the ordinary 
seaman. He is not, however, eligible 
to advancement further ihau thai of 
a gunner of tbe nrsi.-<-lasi$. Below him 
are the gunners of the s<-i-ontt class, 
formerly the gunners' mate*. Vn*l the 
gunners of tbe third class, who in tbe 
days of tbe old navy, were known as 
the gunners' apprentices. 
In the old 


order of naval at'airs gunners rose 
from the rank of ordinary seaman, 
and had as their tuly claim to their 
titles the skill in 
the 
point-blank 


shooting of the UIUA acquired by long 
practice. 


Besides the cool head, steady hand 


and keen eye of tie old-time gunner, 
the gunner of the new navy 
must 


possess a gunner's education, including 
not only a thorougL knowledge of both 
common and decinal fractions, but 
also the use and upplication of the 
principles of algebra; geometry, trig- 
onometry and trajectory. 


He is taught first that to locate to a 


nicety the objec; uoon which he is to 
train his gun he mist observe if from 
two different pointa, and then having 
established a base line and the two 
adjacent angles, by the science of tri- 
angulation he finds she intervening dis- 
tance. Many experiments have result- 
ed in the formation of tables and the 
invention of mechanical instruments 
which make the calculation a matter of 
but. a few seconds. 
These are based 


upon the science of trajectory, and en- 
able the gunner to snow in an instant 
at what angle to elevate his gup. 


Comparatively sijnple as this mar 


seem with tbe use of the instruments 
and tables, it embraces in naval gun- 
nery accurate calculations of the speed 
and. direction of motion of the vessel 
carrying the gun, tjte speed and direc- 
tion of morion of ihe target, if it. the. 
another ship, and -the direction and 
velocity' of -the' wind,; not one of which 
can be disregarded- if the range are 
overcome to a great extent. -by the.. 
shorter distance and. by the high rate 
of speed attained by the projectile. * 


In the case of a moving vessel be- 


ing the target, the range is determined 
by means of the range-finder and no- 
ted. After an interval of twa min- 
utes or a convenient fraction thereof, 
a second calculation is made. By the 
tables the distance in yards between 
the two points is determined, and this 
divided by the- interval of time gives 
the speed. By another table, based 
upon the rate of speed attained by the 
projectile and the range, the distance 
which the. target will have traversed 
during the flight of tbe projectile may 
be obtained, and the gun aimed at such 
an angle as to cause the shot to take 
effect as desired. 


By another process, if the ship upon 


which the gunfler is stationed be mov- 
ing, the aim can be made quite as ac- 
curate, and to this exact reduction of 
the science is due the almost" marvel- 
ous marksmanship of the Yankee gun- 
ners in tbe recent engagements in Cu- 
ban waters. 


While our modern gunner must 


know thoroughly all this, he does not 
Jnave the<_ opportunity in an engage- 
ment to apply it. To the officers,in'thfe 
conriing tower and in the turret falls 
the task of determining the 
ranges. 


Thfs is usually done by the officers on 
board the flagship and communicated 
to the officers on board the other ships 
by means of signals. From them the 
gunner in the turret gets his angle, 
and by means of a lever and a scale 
elevates or u«vresses bis gun as his 
orders may require. 


Then comes the task which he alone 


may perform. 
Attached to his gun, 


near the breech, is a powerful tele- 
scope, fitted at the outer lens with a 
horizontal and a vertical hair, crossing 
at right angles in the centre. Through 
this he locates his mark, and haying 
done so knows that his aim; is true. 


In spite 01 the exactness 
of 
the 


science it is necessary, under unfavor- 
able-" atmospheric conditions, such, as 
fog or rain, to resort to the old method 
of trial shots. A smaller gun is used, 
and ' by means of a range-finder at- 
tached to its breech the range can soon 
be determined. 


Then the gunner applies the knowl- 


edge1 which has. given him his rank, 
and science does what the greatest 
skill of the old days could not. 


On the old wooden ship with the 


bristling sides the process was entire- 
ly different. The gunner, though, far 
inferior to ours of to-day, had under his 
charge guns numbering from foxir to 
eight,- varying with the 
size and 


strength of his vessel, And. by force, of 
circumstances left the task of aiming 
them to the 
ordinary 
sailor, who, 


though without rank,;, was often in 
point ,of skill the equal of his chief. , 


The. long, range .shot of ,the ;new 


guns, the one which enables the gun- 
ner nowadays - to • watch the course of 
the projectile- and. note the havoc it 
creates even at, the distance of, several 
miles, was impracticable because of 
the -small power- of the old smooth 
bore. The close blank shot and the 
broadside were the ones upon which, 
the old 'gunner counted for victpry. 
Without the aid of science he sighted 
his cumbersome piece*, while? his- crew 
stood ready with ramrod, swab, .pow- 
der and shot. Minutes were consumed 
in; the execution of the orders, -MLoad! 
To battery.!. Fire!", while: now ..each 
order is expected to be executed in a 
fewtv seconds. 


Where ten shots whistled harmless- 


ly about, the ears of the enemy then, 
the modern gunner feels his disgrace 
keenly 'If by chance, in .an entire eh- 
gagemetiti one or two of his shots miss 
the mark.

The old gunner. , who, as an ordinary 


seaman, still remains in the service of 
the modern navy, has learned long 
since that his. time has passed, and as 
a naval writer has said of him1,- "he re- 
senta the supremacy of the sailor who 
knows the what of tho art of war as 
thoroughly as his officers know its 
why."

He has a big e'ge of woven wire. 


It is 80x120 feet, ai'd twenty feet high, i 
and the doves arc kept confined by i 
the wire netting r-n the sides and ] 
above. On the nor'h side of tbe cage 
is a long, low bui-ding, in which the 
doves keep bouse. 
The roof has a 


southern exposure and a wind break, 
and here the doves sun themselves. 
The building is dlrided by partitions 
into rooms about ten 
feet 
square. 


These rooms are hanked up on three 
sides, tier above ti»r, with small boxes, 
and these boxes a-e the nests, where 
the eggs are laid and the young are 
hatched and grow to be squabs. The 
partitions and boxes extend upward 
to the eaves of the building, and above 
the space is open from end to end, al- 
lowing free passageway for-the doves 
and a roosting, placo for those not busy 
with domestic duties. 


After.t^he. two pretty white eggs are 


laid, the male takes his regular trick 
at sitting on them during the twenty- 
one days of incubation, and when the 
young are hatched he does-his 
full 


share toward feeding,.them. 
Four 


weeks .after the young birds ^are 
hatched they become .marketable as 
squabs. - The birds are in full feather, 
but not yet able tQTiXt A fast of twen- 
tjvfour hours is tHe- prelude to the. 
flight into the dove heaven. This fast 
is imposed not to make them meek in 
spirit, but to clear their crops of food. 
Then a sharp knife point opens a v,ein, 
in, the throat, and as the life blood 
opzes out the bird's brief career closes 
with a flutter. 


While the' flesh Is still warm the 


feathers are plucked out, the crop is 
washed out, 'and the denuded body is 
thrown into a tub, of -water to cool. 
The, next day it is packed in ice for 
shipment. 
The sqpiabs, dressed for 


market, weigh about half a pound and 
the great market "for 
them is New 


York., This city consumes very few 
of them. There is only a small de- 
mand for them in Detroit, and Chicago, 
big and metropolitan as it is, is a poor 
market Almost the entire product of 
Bernreuttier goes to New York, and tbe 
shipments average three ,or four dozr 
ens 3 week the year .round. The squabs 
command uom .$1.50 to $3.50 a dozen, 
and "there is money? in the business. 


The best breed of doves for squall 


purposes is the homing pigeon. This 
is not due to any- particular delicacy of 
th£ flesh, but to the fact that homers 
aye tbe best breeders, are diligent in 
properly caring for, the eggs during the 
incubating period, and keep their 
young well fed. But the squab farmer 
does not run much to fancy stock. 
Just plain, ordinary doves are good 
enough., They bring out six to ten 
broods a year, each of two doves, and 
often eggs are in the nest for a new 
hatching before the preceding brood 
has developed to the squab age. The 
doves usually rest two months in the 
year, but as 4here is no recognized sea- 
son for resting, the market can be sup- 
plied the year around. 


Breed «nd Feed. 


"I think clover is a great thing for 


laying hens; but after all,.I think t,her,e 
is more in tha hen than in. the fed. 
Some of my neighbors with common 
hens ancl indifferent feed have had re* 
markable egg yields." 


The winning combination is the hen 


bred for eggs and the well balanced 
ration judiciously ?ed. . This cqmbina- 
tion is, necessary for continuously good 
results. • Good results often.'come for. a 
time from hens carelessly bred and 
indifferently fed, but there is no, stabil- 
ity in the returns under .such condi- 
tions—and as, far as the combination of 
common hens and indifferent feeding 
goes, our observation and the records 
alike show that they >are "not in it" 
with the ' stock well bred and - well 
cared for. 


A Blgr Hennery. 


A Hillsboro country (N. H.) man has 


no less than 7,000 hens in flocks of a 
dozen, or twenty.^scattered about his 
farm.of 500 acres. 
Mpre^than five 


hundred hpuses are required for their 
use. 
No males.are.kept,..the business 


being' entirely the productioni of .eggs, 
which are shipped by the carload to 
LOWQH, and other markets. 
Feed is 


bought by the carload, a 15-hor§e pow- 
er steam works being used for grinding 
it., .One unusual plan in the Arrange- 
ments is that none of the fowls are al- 
lowed "runs" in connection with their 
houses. 
Fowls are turned ,off .when 


two years old, pullets being brought 
to take their places. 


A Maine poultry raiser sets as many 


as one hundred hens at 'a time. 
An 


average of ten chickens to each is sat- 
isfactory. The man already has more 
than a thonsand chickens.
